The packer of a superior article of canned food is 
out to get the credit for his good work. Things have 
changed in the canning business. Old-time canners 
gave little thought to their products once they were 
shipped and payment received—but present-day 
packers want their names to stick to their goods all 
along the route from the factory to the kitchen, and 
even beyond the culinary department. For instance, if 
the head of the household, pleased with the quality and 
taste of the dish, takes a notion to ask “Who packed 
these tomatoes?” or “This delicious corn?” the canner 
wants the housewife to be able to give a correct answer 


to the question. 
* * * 


Our contemporary, the “American Agriculturist,” has 
been corresponding with farmers in order to ascertain 
how prices to be paid this year for growing canners’ 
crops compare with 1910 prices, and sums up the re- 
sults of its investigations in the following: “Practically 
no reports told of a reduction in price. In some dis- 
tricts supplying the canneries is looked upon as a pay- 
ing industry, in others farmers say there is more money 
in growing the staple grains or in live stock. It is this 
latter view that is compelling canners in most localities 
to pay more for their raw stock than ever before. In 
New York State peas (shelled) have been contracted 
for at prices varying from 2 to 2%c per Ib. ; corn, $9 to 
$11 per ton in the husk, 75c per 100 Ibs. husked. In 
Ohio packers will pay $9 to $10 for tomatoes, 2%4c 
per lb. for peas, $7.50 to $8 for corn. In Maryland, $8 
to $10 for tomatoes, with few contracts below $9. In 
Delaware the reports show pea prices will be 2%4 to 
2%4c for shelled ; tomatoes, $9 average. Indiana, toma- 
toes, generally $9 per ton, with some contracts re- 


ported at $8.

XPORTS of canned vegetables, fruits and other 
foods from the United States far overshadow 
our imports of food products in cans, yet the 
, figures representing American purchases from 
«4 Jly reach very considerable totals, as 
aby the report of the Department of Commerce 
aad Labor covering the seven months ending January 
sist, I19IT. For example, we imported during that 
seriod lobsters, canned and uncanned, to the value of 
seicvo- fish packed in oil, $1,714,643; preserved 
és, ling, presumably, goods both in tin and 
glass containers, $654,663. 

Exports of canned fish during the seven months 
ending January 31st, 1911, totaled in value $3,859,883. 
Exports of canned fish other than salmon reached 
$154,300. Canned fruits exported were valued at

corresponding period of the preceding year. Exports 
of canned vegetables totaled $640,688,-an increase of 
slightly more than $200,000 as compared with the same 
seven months of the year before, and exportations of 
all other vegetables, including pickles and sauces, were 
valued at $817,053, a gain in the shipments amounting 
to.close to $100,000 over the same seven months of 
IQIO. 

The possibilities of foreign business in canned food 
are bound to become increasingly interesting to Ameri- 
can packers. Such trade as we have with other coun- 
tries has, excepting in Salmon and California canned 
fruits, developed without effort on the part of home 
interests, and hence has developed very slowly. Steady 
growth of sales abroad would be certain to follow a 
reasonable effort to build up a bigger ‘business in that 
direction.

We take much pleasure in being able to present to 
our readers excellent photographs of Mr. H. E. Schuk- 
necht, Western manager, and Mr. A. F. W. St. John, 
Central States manager, for the company. 
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As a whole, the situation in canned goods, with 
special reference to spots, has developed few changes 
during the week reviewed. Brokers, generally, assert 
that the trade is dull, ascribing the inactivity to two 
causes: a disinclination on the part of buyers to add 
to their small holdings, under the present reported 
slow movement to retail grocery trade, and the natural 
reluctance of packers, under the extremely strong 
statistical situation, to make concessions. There is 
some trading among jobbers in this and.other markets, 
some holding a little more stock than they actually 
need showing a willingness to take a profit. All of 
this, of course, is going to prove beneficial to the can- 
ner who holds on long enough, since the greater the 
reduction of stock in wholesalers’ hands, the . earlier 
will be the call on packers. 


Tomatoes—Spot tomatoes are quoted at 90c to 
92%c f. o. b. Chicago, and the market, while quiet, is 
steady. Future tomatoes are a trifle easier, both east 
and west. Jobbers have not bought future tomatoes 
as some of the more exuberant canned goods writers 
would lead the trade to believe. In fact, there has 
been more or less exaggeration in regard to the volume. 
of business booked on 1911 tomatoes, at least so far 
as standards and the Chicago market are concerned. 
On the other hand, there has been liberal buying of 
extra grades for future delivery. Western packers 
hold their 1911 packing No. 3 standards at 80c to 
82'%c f. o. b. factory, a decline during the week of 
about 2%c per doz. Future gallons have been sold at 
$2.60 for fancy and $2.40 for standards, f. o. b. Indi- 
ana factory. 

Corn—Trading on this item has been better than 
on tomatoes. The country has been a buyer of spot 
corn, inquiries from the interior exceeding the Chicago 
demand. Futures have been and continue in better 
request than spots, with buyers trying to get goods at 
65c f. o. b. factory, western packers generally asking 
better than that, or 67%c for 1911 standard grade. 
Fancy Western corn, Country Gentlemen, is quoted 
at 8o0c f. o. b. factories. Fancy spot Country Gentle- 
men, is quoted at 82%c to 87M%c f. o. b. factory, the 
latter for Illinois goods. 

Peas—Spot demand is light at present, except- 
ing that there is a very good call for peas at 80c to 
82'4c delivered, which, of course, are not obtainable, 
excepting possibly on occasional small, tail-end, clean- 
up. There are few packers in Wisconsin or other sec- 
tions of the west who have more than small, clean-up 
lots left. As regards 1911 packing peas, the first rush 
of trading on futures is over and the business at the 
present time is of a sort of filling-in character. 


A canned goods man in particularly close touch 
with the situation in Wisconsin has this to say in re- 





gard to the spot market: “While there is apparent} 
little doing in spot pea trading, yet every day pies 4 
few buyers in the market. They do the best they can 
to’cover their requirements and that is all there is to 
it. We have made a special effort during the last 
week or ten days to place ourselves in a position to 
meet the demand for ‘cheap peas.’ ”

Oysters—The feeling on oysters is somewhat 
easier, caused by the determination of some of the 
packers to absolutely clean up their stock at the clog 
of the season. Some so-called Is, 5-o0z., Chesapeake 
Bay stock, can be bought at 7oc to 72¥%c. The season 
is rapidly drawing to a close and many of the boats 
are already being taken out of commission, as the 
oystermen claim to have lost money on their last two 
or three trips, and there will not, therefore, be much 
more packing done. 

Salmon—Notwithstanding the high prices pre. 
vailing on all grades of salmon, demand is larger at 
this season than for a number of years, and even the 
jobbers who. buy for resale seem to be short of sup- 
plies. In this connection a private advice to Tue 
CANNER from the Pacific Coast says that “Many have 
sold out entirely, though small lots in virtually alf 
grades are to be had at high prices. These offerings 
are occasionally snapped up, when the price is at 
tractive, but buyers do not seem inclined to buy be 
yond their immediate needs at the prices asked, even 
if the stocks could be had in larger quantities. At 
anything like reasonable prices they would undoubt 
edly be bought extensively. There has been a good 
booking of business on salmon subject to approval of 
prices when named, though not all canners have 
opened their books on 1911 business.” 





Dried Fruit Market | 








There continues a demand and strong market for 
evaporated apples, for which buyers are compelled to 
pay holders full asking prices. Stocks in the hands 
of eastern dealers are now extremely small, and cold 
storage stocks have become very low. On 1910 evapo 
rated apples prime grades have been advanced to 11% 
to 1134c f. o. b. East; choice to 1134c to 12¢, and 
fancy to as high as 15¢c per Ib., f. 0. b., 50-Ib. boxes. 
There has also been an improved demand for apple 
cores and skins, which are very firmly held up to 
67%c per Ib. f. o. b. shipping point for good quality. 
Holders are very firm in their ideas.

The feature in the closing market is the 
announcement of opening prices on 1911 pack California 
asparagus by the larger packers on the coast. The basis 
fixed by the association was made public on Saturday as fol- 
lows on No. 2% square cans, per dozen f. o. b. coast, usual 
terms: Mammoth white, peeled, $3; unpeeled, $2.50; large 
white, $2.25; medium white, $2.10, and small white, $1.95; 
mammoth green, peeled, $2.65; unpeeled, $2.15; large green, 
2; medium green, $1.85, and small green, $1.75; white soup 
tips were quoted at $2.25, and green, $2.10. Tall salmon 
eans offered at $1 to $1.10 per dozen. These prices were 
given to the trade late on Saturday. They show more or 
less unimportant differences from last season’s opening 
basis. On Monday (today) several of the other California 
packers were in the field, and one interest was shading the 
association basis. Jobbers are slow in taking hold. A 
good deal of old pack asparagus is still unsold from the 
jobber, and to add to his troubles there isa good deal of stock 
of irregular quality still offered on the market from first 
hands. Some of it is to be had at prices lower than the 
new pack basis cost laid down. The slow consumptive de- 
mand up to now is apt to make jobbers more careful about 
going in on new pack. In any case, until all the packers 
are in the field and jobbers have digested the several lists 
they are bound to go slowly. Spot old asparagus is quoted 
down to $2.60 on mammoth white and $2.50 on mammoth 
green. White tips offered at $2.40 and green tips at $2.15 
here.

The season. for active consumption is near at 
and while the market is practically without change 
one is very strong on every description. Quota- 
tions are: No. 1 red Alaska talls, $1.70 to $1.75; medium 
wed $1.55 to $1.65; No. 1 pink, $1.27%% to $1.30; chums, 
$1 i5; No. 1 flat silversides, $1.45 to $1.50, and No. 1 tall 
sockeyes, $1.80 to $1.95 per dozen. On sockeye flats $2.10 
to $2.15 is quoted. It is said that a few lots of sockeye 
halves have been brought in from Liverpool. A few cases 
of pinks have also been landed here. _ The markets in Eng- 
jand, however, are so near the parity of this cost laid 
down that there is no incentive to buy over there. No 
talk of opening prices on any grade is heard at the moment. 

Lobster—At the basis of the late advance on 1911 pack 
buyers have taken hold slowly. Quotations, f. o. b. Port- 
land, are: No. 1 flats, $4.30 to $4.35; No. % flats, $2.25; 
Pienic talls, $2.75; Picnic flats, $2.75, and No. %4, $1.35. 
Spot lobster is quoted up to $4.60 on talls and flats, and 
$2.70 on halves. Demand is limited. 

Sardines—There is more business in imported stock, and 
French Dingleys sold at $9.75 to $10.50 per case. Portuguese 
plain 48 closed higher, at $8.50 to $9 per ease. Reports 
indicate a scarcity of stock on the other side. Domestic 
sardines are steady on all the finest grades, but there is a 
considerable offering of stock weak in quality that holders 
are anxious to get rid of before the new packing season 
opens in April. Owing to the irregular quality of offerings, 
prices are irregular. Best keyless 4 oils are held at $3.25 
and key cans at $3.30. Quotations on % mustards are 
nominal. Estimates on the carryover of domestic sardines 
vary, but all authorities agree that there will be little old 
stock left when the new season opens. 


Peaches—A good deal of business has been done from 
jobber to retailer and from packer to jobber in California 
stock. Coast holders have shaded opening prices on last 
year’s pack in order to clean up stock, and in this way 
they have sold considerable lots for delivery out of fruit 
in transit by steamer via Panama. Sales of No. 21% lemon 
dings to arrive have been made at $1.30 for standards, 
$1.37% for extra standards, and $1.55 for extras. Craw- 
ford peaches have sold at low figures, also. Coast holders

Sundry Fruits—Spot pineapples are held with confidence, 
and on Hawaiian stock the market seems to be well cleaned 
up. No prices have been reported on 1911 pack, but the 
selling basis is looked for daily. Apricots are firm, more 
active, and values on best stock are tending toward a higher 
level. Pears are in good request and several good sized 
lots of California No. 2% standards have been picked up 
at $1.65 here. Seconds sold at $1.45. Cherries are quiet.. 


String Beans—Good grades in’ State packing are closely 
sold up and there is an upward trend on Refugee No. 1, 
with $1.45 to $1.50 per dozen quoted. Standard green cuts 
are held at 70 to 75c, and No. 4s are held at 80 to 85c. All 
Southern string beans are firm and in narrow compass on 
best grades.

Epitor CANNER: Demand is unusually good for salmon for 
this season of the year and, if stock were not lacking, there 
is little question but what the trend of the market would be 
marked by large transactions. 

Spot Salmon—With the exception of medium reds, the 
inquiry seems to be strong for all grades packed. A con- 
siderable amount of medium-red pack still remains in the 
hands of jobbers, for resale, though none is held by packers. 
These jobbers are holding this at a fairly stiff price and 
no one seems to take much interest in it. Alaska red brings 
in a steady inquiry, and recent transactions have brought 
the available supply down so low that the price has stif- 
fened. None of this grade can now be bought under $170, 
as compared with the opening price of $1.35. Pink salmon 
seems to find the largest consuming demand at present and 
is being traded in in a small way all over the country. 
Practically everything in this line is held at $1.20, although 
an occasional pick-up occurs at $1.17%. Offerings of chums 
are extremely small, inquiries failing to- bring out much 
response. A nominal price of $1.071% is still quoted. 

Futures—Some of the packers have not yet opened their 
books on 1911 salmon. Others have been taking orders sub- 
ject to approval prices and have sold out. Still others have 
listed orders without the subject-to-approval clause, and 
while there has been considerable criticism of this method 
in the East sales, even under this arrangement, have been 
of considerable volume. One of the prominent concerns 
which has refused so far to open books on the 1911 pack 
is the Alaska Packers’ Association, which puts up nearly 
half of the salmon packed in Alaska. In fact, it is under- 
stood that no such orders will be taken this year by the 
association.

Epitok CANNER: A strike of teamsters against four of the 
local jobbers, and a threat of further complications, has 
this week interfered a little with the business in grocery 
trade circles. This feature in the labor situation, at least, 
is given as one reason for a very slack movement in dried 
fruit lines. Buyers, it must be admitted, are displaying an 
extremely cautious policy. It is due in large part to the 
fact that almost all articles in dried fruits are in small 
compass from primary sources and correspondingly high 
values are ruling. High prices from jobber to retailer have 
had the effect of causing retailers to advance prices to con- 
sumers, and this has restricted consumption. Consequently, 
the movement from jobbers is slow, and the buyers are not 
in the game for carrying over more high priced fruit than 
ean be helped. | 

Evaporated Apples—The feature this week was the devel- 
opment of spot business in prime grade. A small advance 
was reported following a sale of 2,400 packages, and at the 
close -bidding was around 11% to 11%c for State prime 
grade, with holders of the few small lots here quoting up to 
11%e. No sales were made at the figure, but it was said 
that 115¢e was paid. There is no choice fruit to be had 
under 12e¢, and a quotation of 12% to 13¢ is entirely nominal 
on fancy grade. Old crop State prime is quoted in a range 
of 8 to 10%e for cold stored goods, but quality is very 
irregular. Stocks are reduced to a few hundred packages. 
Sun-dried apples have been without movement, and a range 
of 6% to 7\%4e was quoted.

Epitok CANNER: The demand for spot tomatoes last week 
was not as heavy as it was in any of the three or four 
preceding weeks. The truckmen’s strike in New York is 
having considerable effect on the demand from that market 
and jobbers are skinning their orders down to the very 
lowest possible notch so as to keep their trucking down. 
It must not be forgotten, however, that the business é toma- 
toes during January and first half of February was a great 
deal larger than usual and therefore the demand last week 
was only lighter in comparison with the heavier demand dur- 
ing the first six weeks of the year. Last week’s business meas- 
ured up quite equal to the usual demand for the first week 
in March. All buyers in those sections that are affected by 
lake and rail navigation will now be holding down their 
orders as much as possible until April, when the cheaper 
transportation will be available. Notwithstanding the 
lighter demand, there seems to be no real weakness shown 
in the market. The larger holders seem to be perfectly 
content to bide their time and await developments, feeling 
absolutely confident that during April, May, June and July 
they will receive a due reward for their patience. The mar- 
ket remains firm in Baltimore at 85e for good standard, and 
* 82%e f. o. b. country points. Anything below these figures 
should certainly only be bought on sample, as the prob- 
ability is that the goods will be off quality in some form 
or other. No. 2s are firm at 65¢ per dozen and stocks are 
dwindling rapidly, the demand for this size can having 
been quite heavy since January 1. No. 10s have advanced 
to $3.00 to $3.10 per dozen, which is much higher in pro- 
portion than the market on either No. 2 or No. 3. 

Future Tomatoes—The same steady buying that has char- 
acterized the future tomato market for the last three or four 
weeks continued all last week and indications point to an 
active business all through March and April.

WISCONSIN ASSOCIATION’S BILL WOULD PERMIT 
EMPLOYMENT OF CHILDREN IN CANNERIES 
DURING VACATION PERIOD. 


The committee appointed by the Wisconsin Pea 
Packers’ Association have a bill before the state 
legislature, exempting canning factories from the 
operation of a section of the statutes, which pro- 
hibits the employment of children between the ages 
of 14 and 16 years, except for certain hours. The 
Association’s amendment exempts canning factories 
from the operation-of this statute for the months of 
July and August, or during the school vacation 
period. 

After the association had had this bill introduced, 
numerous other bills were presented. The associa- 
tion thereupon issued to all canners in Wisconsin, 
a well as to three hundred manufacturers affected, 


the following letter: 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of our association 
was called by President Ames to be held at the office of the 
secretary in Sheboygan this day at 2 p. m. Messrs. Ames, 
Chatham, Johnson, Bellack and Voigt were present at said 
meeting. The purpose of the meeting was tv consider the 
bills now before the legislature regarding child and female 
labor in so far as they affect canning factories. A resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted directing the secretary to 
inform all members of the tenor and contents of the pro- 
posed legislation and to urge them to do what they can to 
prevent the passage of any bill which is not just to the 
canning industry, and also to ask all members to do what 
they can to have our amendment to section 1728 C passed, 
exempting us from the operation of said section during the 
months of July and August. This latter matter is the bill 
I wrote you about some time ago and has received the num- 
ber 215 A. The secretary was also instructed to inform 
the officers of other organizations affected by the proposed 
legislation of the contents of the proposed laws and ask 
them to co-operate with us, and pledge our co-operation to 
them, to prevent the passage of harmful and unreasonable 
laws. 

In compliance with the above resolution, I beg to inform 
you that the following bills have been presented and re- 
ferred to the committees named: 

No. 22 A introduced by Mr. Metealf and referred to com- 
mittee on Welfare of Women and Children: 

Section 1728 is amended to read: ‘‘No female shall be 
employed in any manufacturing, mechanical or mercantile 
establishment, laundry, hotel or restaurant in this state 
more than eight hours during any one day. The hours of 
work may be so arranged as to permit the employment of 
females at any time so that they shall not work more than 
eight hours during the twenty-four hours in any one day.’’ 

Subsequent sections provide a penalty of thirty days’ 
imprisonment for each offence or fine of not exceeding $100. 
No. 30A introduced by Mr. Berner and referred to com- 
mittee on Labor and Labor Conditions: 

Sections 1729-9 is created to read as follows: ‘‘In all 
engagements to labor there shall be thirty-six hours of 
consecutive rest in every period of seven days for all em- 
ployees, including foremen and overseers.’’ 


The -subsequent two sections provided for a fine of 
to $50, or imprisonment of not more than thirty da $10 
both, for violation of the law. YS, or 

No. 517A introduced by Mr. Long and refe 
mittee of Welfare of Women and Children, “erred to cm. 

Amends Section 1728ce. Section 1 shall read: ‘*No chil 
under the age of 16 years shall be employed, required, = 
mitted or suffered to work for wages at any gainful fxg 
pation longer than 48 hours in any one week no more than 
ten hours in any one day, nor more than six days’ in Ey 
week, nor after the hour of 6 at night nor before the Phere 
of 7 in the morning.’’ a. 

Section 2 exempts newspaper boys. 

Section 3 exempts children between the ages of 14 and 
16 years working in stores between certain hours each 
day, ete. : 

No, 2A introduced by Mr. Stern and referred to committee 
on Welfare of Women and Children: : 

Amends Section 1728 to read as follows: ‘‘No woman 
shall be employed or permitted to work before 7 0’ clock: in 
the morning or after 6 o’clock in the evening, of any day, 
or for more than ten hours in any one day, nor more than 
sixty hours in any one week, in any manufacturing estab. 
lishment where the manufacture of any kind of goods ig 
carried on or where any goods are prepared for manufae. 
ture. The word ‘‘Woman’’ as used in this section. shall 
mean a female person sixteen years of age or over.’’ Subse- 
quent section imposes a fine of not less than $100 or im- 
prisonment of not more than three months for violation of 
the law. 

No, 518A provides for the reduction in the hours of labor 
of minors between the ages of 14 and 16 years where 
evening schools are established, for a period corresponding 
to the number of hours such minor may be by law required 
to attend such school. ¥ 

No. 526A provides that minors between the ages of 14 
and 16 years cannot work unless they have a certificate 
showing certain education or unless they go to evening 
school, ete. 

Now, this legislation is of vital importance to every can- 
ner. We must all sit up and take notice. If these bills 
are passed we cannot compete with othey states in producing 
canned goods. Bill 22A would prevent the employment of 
any women in our factories for more than eight hours, 
Bill 30A would mean that we must close down at 6 p. m 
every Saturday if we wish to start in Monday at 6 a, m. 
Bill 517A allows us to employ minors between the ages 
of 14 and 16 years only 48 hours per week and not more 
than ten hours per day. Bill 2A is similar to 22A, but not 
quite as drastic. 

See your assemblyman and senator and tell him that you 
wish him to oppose this unreasonable legislation. Also talk 
the matter over with other manufacturers, hotelmen, laun- 
drymen and others interested. We will be notified when 
these bills come up for hearing in the committee and the 
executive committee will be on hand to show our side of 
the case, and we want as many canners as possible to be 
present at Madison when these bills are heard in committee. 
I will notify you when the bills will be heard. Ask your 
assemblyman to also let you know. The committee does 
not deem these bills just and fair, and as this legislation 
direetly affects your pecuniary interests I trust you will 
give it proper attention. Act at once as outlined herein.

Notice of Judgment Nos. 717, 720, and 732—Misbranding of 
Vinegar—Adulteration of Tomato Pulp and Catsup. 

From among a large number of Notices of Judgment 
under the Federal Food and Drugs Act, just issued 
by the United States Department of Agriculture, we 
publish the following as of most interest to readers of 
THE CANNER: 

Notice of Judgment No. 717, Food and Drugs Act—Adul- 
teration of Tomato Pulp. 

“On or about October 7th, 1910, the Hearn Com- 
pany, Cambridge, Md., shipped from the State of 
Maryland into the State of Pennsylvania ten. barrels of 
tomato pulp, labeled: ‘Tomato Pulp, packed by the 
Kearn Company, Cambridge, Maryland. This package 
contains 6 oz. Benzoate of Soda.’ Examination by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United States Department 
of Agriculture, of samples of this product revealed 
that it contained 120,000,000 bacteria per cc., 80 yeasts 
and spores in 1/60 c. m. m. mold filaments in practically 
every field examined and some fields contained several 
filaments and in addition gases showing spoilage. As 
it appeared from the findings of the analyst and report 
thereon that the product was adulterated within the 
meaning of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, 
and liable to seizure under section 10 of the act, the 
Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts to the 
United States attorney for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania. 

“In due course a libel was filed against the said ten 
barrels of tomato pulp in the District Court of the 
United States for said district, charging the above 
shipment and alleging the product so shipped to be 
adulterated in that the said tomato pulp then and there 
consisted in whole or in part of'a filthy and decom- 
posed vegetable substance. The case came on for hear- 
ing, and, no claimant having entered appearance, the 
Court being fully informed in the premises, on motion 
of the libelant, issued its decree finding the-said ten 
barrels of tomato pulp to be adulterated as alleged in 
said libel and condemning and forfeiting the same to 
. theaaises of the United States, and further ordering the 
| destruction of the said ten barrels of tomato pulp by 
the marshal, which order was forthwith executed.”

Thereupon said 
Harbauer Marleau Company entered its appearance 
and filed a claim to the above product. 

“On September 21, 1909, the cause came on for 
hearing, and the Court being fully informed in the 
premises issued its decree, finding the said 80 barrels 
of viriegar to be misbranded, and ordering that the 
same should not be sold or otherwise disposed of con- 
trary to the provisions of the above act or the laws

“On or about November 12, 1909, the Dodson- 
Manufacturing Company, a corporation, St, 
Mo., shipped from the State of Missouri into the State 
of Texas a consignment of a food product labeled: 
‘Premium Tomato Catsup. Put up by the National 
Pickle_and Canning Co., Dodson-Braun Branch St 
Louis, Mo. This catsup is made from whole ripe to. 
matoes with vinegar, salt, granulated sugar, pure 
spices, one-tenth of one per cent sodium benzoate, ang 
contains no added artificial coloring matter or any sub- 
stance injurious to-health.. Guatanteed: under-the Na. 
tional Pure Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906; 
Samples from this shipment were procured and 
analyzed by the Bureau of Chemistry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, and the product was found 
to contain yeast and spores 155 per one-sixtieth cmm, 
bacteria fairly numerous estimated at 40,000,000 per 
cubic centimeter, and also some mold tissues. As the 
findings of the analyst-and report made showed that 
the product was adulterated within the meaning of the 
Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, the Secretary of 
Agriculture afforded the said Dodson-Braun Manufae- 
turing Company, Incorported, and the party from 
whom the samples were procured opportunities for 
hearings. As it appeared after hearings held that the 
shipment was made in violation of the act, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture reported the facts to the Attorney- 
General with a statement of the evidence upon which 
to base a prosecution. 

“In due course a criminal information was filed in 
the District Court of the United States for the Eastem 
District of Missouri against the said Dodson-Braun 
Manufacturing Company, Incorporated, charging the 
above shipment and alleging that the product 
shipped was adulterated in that. it consisted in part of 
motile bacilli and mold, and that said product was 
partly composed of putrid and decomposed matter and 
that said product consisted in part of filthy, decom- 
posed and putrid vegetable substance. 

“On November 9, 1910, the defendant entered a plea 
of guilty to the above information and the Court im- 
posed a fine of $10 and costs.” 


Eleventh Annual Report of A. H. Jones, Illinois State Food 
Commissioner. 

Food Commissioner A. H. Jones of Illinois in his 
annual report states that “A sanitary bill covering all 
these conditions (sanitation in food factories, dairies, 
retail store, bakeries, etc.) has been prepared and will 
be introduced in our present General Assembly.

sembly. 

“In your message to the present General Assembly, 
in. reference to the State Food Department, in setting 
forth its needs and requirements and comparing its ap- 
propriations wtih those made for the State Food De- 
partments by the other legislatures, you very forcibly 
stated that Illinois only received one-fourth the amount 
to carry on its work that many of the other: states re- 
ceived, as well as one-fourth the number of inspectors 
and chemists ; and in order that Illinois may-have the 
same protection to her people against impure, unwhole- 
some, insanitary and poisonous foods, these appropria- 
tions should be increased and the number of inspectors 
also increased to meet the demands of the people. 

“In 1899, when the State Food Department was 
created, the law provided for one state analyst and six 
inspectors. Our General Assembly, in revising the 
state food law in 1907, increased the number of chem- 
ists to six and the number of inspectors to twelve, and 
was much more liberal in every way with the Depart- 
ment. 

“In view of the fact that the State Food Department 
is asking for an increased appropriation, as well as 
a sanitary law for foods, it is well to again call atten- 
tion, not only of the General Assembly, but of our 
people, to the fact that Illinois is the first state in the 
Union in the production, manufacture and sale of the 
various food products pertaining to the temperate zone ; 
that our broad prairies and fertile valleys produce the 
very best: food and dairy products and more of them 
than any other state ; that, centrally located as our state 
is, we have not only more and better farms but also 
more miles of railroad and more lake and river facili- 
ties for carrying these foods to the markets of the 
world than any other state. * * * 

“The rights of the manufacturers and packers of 
foods are by no means encroached upon,py Having laws 
which prohibit them from using harmful or insanitary 
ingredients in food products, or which provide for san- 
itary inspection of stores, manufactories, dairies, 
creameries and milk condensaries; or which prescribe 
the form of labels, and the standard of ingredients to 
be used in the preparation, manufacture and sale of 
foods. 

“The great trouble in the past was that we had no 
national food law to regulate the interstate commerce 
of foods, and the laws of the different states not being 
uniform, there would be no co-operation or unity of 
action among the various food officials of the states. 
Each state has its own laws, rulings, labels, and stand- 


ards. as to how foods should be prepared 

sold, and the commissioners of the differenr — a 
been interpreting their respective laws and pr ae 
the various foods to be prepared, labeled and sold 
as to conform with their respective laws Without os 
regard to uniformity or co-operation. Hence the = ‘ 
ufacturers and packers of food, not only of our od 
but of every other state of the Union, had to " 
different set of labels for each state and territory a 
the Union and prepare their foods and sel] them i 
conformity with those requirements. 

“Now that we have a national food law, and ruling; 
and standards made thereunder, and state laws and 
ings and standards made to conform with the rulings 
and standards of the national food law, we can haye 
uniformity of action and substantially one set of labels 
will suffice for every state and territory of the Union, 

“I am pleased to state that under the work of 
uniformity and co-operation between the national ang 
state food officials, the consumer is being educated as 
to the suspicious brands upon the markets, and is learn. 
ing to patronize those manufacturers, packers and 
dealers who have honorably distinguished themselyes 
by a compliance with these national and state food 
laws and the rulings, standards and labels made there. 
under. 

“During the past year the Illinois State Food Stand- 
ards Commission has taken up the work of making 
rulings, labels and standards for the various food pro- 
ducts, and their report is embraced herein, and I take 
pleasure in referring you to the same, as this Food 
Standards Commission has acted with the national food 
officials in making the rulings, standards and labels for 
the legal requirements in the preparation, manufacture 
and sale of the various food products and these riilings, 
standards and labels are modeled after those made by 
the national food officials and in conformity therewith.” 


LOBSTER LEGISLATION. 

According to the provisions of a bill introduced in 
the New Jersey legislature it will be illegal to possess, 
buy or sell lobsters less than nine inches in length. 
Fishermen say that if the bill becomes a law it wil 
seriously affect the business of the lobster fishermen of 
the Highlands. 

Lobster fishermen of Maine want a law prohibiting 
fishing for lobsters in Maine waters by other than 
Maine fishermen. It is proposed to license the fisher- 
men, permits being granted only to those who lave 
had a continuous residence of one year.

Problem of Labor for Canning Factories in Indiana—Child 
Labor Legislation—Pulp Makers in Indiana -Will Need 
to Be Careful This Year. 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., March 7, 1911. 


Eorror CANNER: ‘The past two years has been marked by 
energetic lobbying by the Indiana canners to conserve for- 
mer labor conditions by amending the Keegan Child Labor 
Bill No. 35, which passed the House, restricting a boy or 
girl from working at any gainful occupation who is under 
sixteen years and eighteen years, respectively, thereby mak- 
ing it a great hardship for the canners to handle the perish- 
able fruits and vegetables that crowd upon them for a few 
weeks during school vacation. 

The Senate in democratic caucus saw fit to amend the 
above bill, and the canners will be permitted to employ, 
with guardian’s consent, any child over fourteen years old 
fora period of 48 hours per week. 

The problem of labor at the factory has become a most 
gtious one, so much so that church societies have been 
pressed into service to prevent the fruits and vegetables 
from wasting before they could be handled—more particu- 
larly true in the smaller country towns. : 

A period of interest has manifested itself in still another 
feature very dear to the canner’s heart—that of saving 
tmato trimmings. The pure food authorities have been 
justly aggressive in condemning pulp made from trimming 
sock and packed in barrels. It now appears that both 
tomato trimmings and barrels will be eliminated this year 
and only pulp made from carefully washed and scalded to- 
matoes and consisting of selected stock and preserved in 
tin cans will pass the scrutinous inspectors’ eyes. It is evi- 
dent that good sanitary conditions must prevail at the fac- 


tory and great care exercised in the preparation of tomato 
pulp to secure purity, color and consistency.

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DEATH OF ELISHA GAGE SCUDDER, PROMINENT 
WHOLESALE GROCER OF ST. LOUIS. 


Elisha Gage Scudder, president of the Scudders-Gale 
Grocer Co., of St. Louis, Mo., died at his home in that 
city on February 26, after an illness of several months, 
from a complication of diseases. 

Mr. Scudder became president of the grocer com- 
pany on Januafy 1, 1903, when the company was incor- 
porated. He was 73 years old and had lived in St. 
Louis for forty-six years. 

Scudder was born in Hyannis Port, Mass., on May 
17, 1839. His parents were Frederick and Cordelia 
Scudder. In 1857 he went to Boston, and into business 
as a clerk in a wholesale grocery house. He gradually 
advanced in the grocery business, and in 1865 removed 
to St. Louis and became a salesman for Joseph Hamill 
& Co., a wholesale firm , and when it sold out to Brook- 
mire & Ranken he entered the service of that firm, re- 
maining in its for seventgen years. The firm name was 
changed to Brookmire, Ranken & Scudder, when Mr. 
Scudder became one of the partners. The firm con- 
tinued to do business under this name until 1885, when 
the firm of E. G. Scudder & Bro. was formed. On 
May 1, 1893, the company was incorporated as the 
Scudder-Gale Grocer Company, and it continued under 
that name for ten years, when it was consolidated with 
the firm, J. W. Scudder & Co., and became the present 
Scudders-Gale Grocer Company. Mr. Scudder was 
president of the Scudders-Gale-Wearen Company of 
Cairo, Il. 


DEATH OF DANIEL 8S. THURSBY. 


Edwin S. Thursby, who for the past forty years had 
been identified with Kemp, Day & Co., of New York, 
died late on Wednesday of last week in the New York 


Hospital, where he was taken suffering from cerebral 


hemorrhage. He remained unconscious from the time 
he was received at the hospital to the hour of his death. 
Mr. Thursby was one of the most active members of 
the New York trade, and had always been in good 
health ; therefore the suddenness of his death was the 
greater shock to his large circle of friends. He was a 
man of abstemious habits and gave close attention to 
business. Though he made comparatively few close 
friends he was held.in high esteem by the members of 
the West Side trade. Mr. Thursby was in his sixtieth 
year, but up to the time of his fatal illness had been as 
active as any of the younger men in the business, and 
had lost little time from business on account of 
sickness. 


ILLINOIS TEN-HOUR BILL. 


Mr. Hurburgh introduced in the Illinois Senate on 
February 23d House Bill No. 241, which limits the 
hours of labor of women in this state. The bill was 
referred to the Committee on Labor, Mines and Min- 
ing, of which James A. Henson, of Decatur, IIl., is 
chairman. The following provision in the bill shows 
the importance of this measure: 

‘*No female shall be employed in any MANUFACTUR- 
ING, MECHANICAL or MERCANTILE establishment, 
FACTORY or LAUNDRY, HOTEL or RESTAURANT or 
TELEGRAPH or TELEPHONE establishment or OFFICE, 
or by any EXPRESS or TRANSPORTATION company, or 
as a park attendant in this State more than ten hours dur- 
ing any one day OR MORE THAN FIFTY-FOUR HOURS 
in any one week; the hours of employment may be so 
arranged as to permit the employment of females at ‘any 
time so that they shall not work more than ten hours 
during the twenty-four hours of any one day or more than 
FIFTY-FOUR hours during any one week. 


HOW TO GROW SWEET CORN. 

ADDRESS BY C. H. SMITH, OF FARIBAULT, DELIVERED , 
CONVENTION OF THE MINNESOTA CANNgRs’ Asso.

As my business is chiefly that of market gardeni 
my experience is limited to the growing of from the 
to five acres of sweet corn annually, most of which 
marketed by the dozen ears for immediate use, 3 
As I live only one mile from our Canning factory 
and pass it every day in the summer season a. 
many of my neighbors grow sweet corn for 'the fae 
tory, my opportunity for knowledge from the grow.

the factory. 

I grow from four to eight varieties and plant at 
four or five different times, but three varieties seems 
to answer the needs of the factory. 

As to seed, the facilities of the factory for saving 
and curing are so good I think it will usually pay bey 
to buy the seed from the factory if it is sold at a mod. 
erate price. It is a decided advantage to the factory 
to furnish seed to the growers, as it insures uniform. 
ity of the product. Concerning the soil for sweet 
corn, that which is best for field corn should be sg. 
lected. A clover sod which has been top dressed with 
a manure spreader the fall, winter or early spring 
after the clover was seeded is usually ideal, except in 
seasons similar to 1910, in which a fall plowed field 
with no fresh manure in it would be decidedly better, 
I believe fall plowing with frequent working in the 
spring till planting time will give maximum results in 
average seasons. 

Checking and cultivating both ways is usually far 
better than drilling for sweet corn. I think many 
growers make a mistake in planting too far apart, es- 
pecially the early varieties ; 3 feet 6 inches or 3 feet 8 
inches will not give the heaviest crop in early va- 
rieties. I should plant 3 feet or 3 feet 2 inches for 
early and medium varieties, especially on sandy soils. 

Since for the corn alone the grower will not usu- 
ally receive as much for a crop of sweet corn as the 
cash value of a crop of field corn grown on the same 
soil and given the, same care, we have another reason 
for this closer planting. 

There are 50 per cent more hill per acre if planted 
3x3 than if planted 3 feet 8 inches by 3 feet 8 inches, 
which, allowing for a slightly smaller hill, means 
nearly 50 per cent more fodder per acre. I think fac- 
tory men and canners will therefore find it greatly to 
their advantage to urge this closer planting, particu 
larly for the early varieties of corn. 

After planting and before coming up, two harrow- 
ings or one blind cultivation and a cross harrowing 
will leave the ground in excellent shape till the com 
is large enough to cultivate. Shallow culture after the 
corn is up has given the best results. During the 
growing period is the time that determines very largely 
the profitableness or unprofitableness of the crop. In 
the dairy business we know it is the “man behind the 
cow” that makes the profit or the loss. So in the 
corn growing it is the “man behind the cultivator 
who is most largely responsible for the crop. When

Be- 
ing a market gardener, I am a great friend of the 
hand hoe, and my experience 1s that it pays to give 
corn one hand hoeing. The hand hoe in the hands of 

4 skillful hoeman will do something for a hill of corn 
that even the best horse cultivator cannot do. Also 
the “man with the hoe” can pull the occasional or 
frequent large weed in the hill, every one of which 
means an extra ear of corn. To be most effective the 
tand-hoeing should be done when the corn is about 
one foot high. Later than this the pulling of the 
weeds from the hills may disturb the corn roots and 
has prevent a maximum crop. Remember we are 
aiming at the greatest crop the land is capable of pro- 
ducing and not the so-called average or fair crop. 

The average field corn crop throughout the United 
States (corn belt and all) is only about thirty bushels 
per acre. : 

What encouragement is there to your boy or any 
farmer boy to raise only thirty bushels of corn per 
acre? But this is the average crop. The average crop 
is not a profitable crop. The average farmer is not a 
successful farmer. Only those farmers whose crops 
are above the average are successful farmers. Since 
the average crop is only thirty bushels per acre, there 
must be many farmers producing less than thirty 
bushels per acre. 

Where shall we class such farmers? They are 
failures and do not belong on the farm. Their chil- 
dren know it, and as soon as possible help to swell the 
population of the already crowded cities. This leads 
up to the question of acreage. I believe the greatest 
profit to the grower and canner also will result from 
the intensive cultivation of only five or six acres of 
sweet corn by each farmer. Certainly it should not 
exceed ten acres, unless the farmer lives close to the 
factory and knows he will have plenty of help at pick- 
ing time. It is certainly far better in every way to 
grow twenty or twenty-five tons of sweet corn on five 
acres than to put in ten acres and grow only thirty 
tons. 

You as canners can help yourselves by encourag- 
ing the farmers to plant only so much as they can 
cultivate and harvest in the very best manner. With 
a smaller acreage and a resulting higher quality of 
corn picked at just the right time of maturity you can 
pay more per acre, too, because of less waste corn. 
I believe a premium of 50 cents or $1 per ton to those 
growers who deliver just when the factory man tells 
him it is in the pink of condition will help in the qual- 
ity of the pack and will keep the careful growers at it 
year after year, while it will weed out the careless 
growers whose corn when delivered is always below 
par. 

The grower who has perhaps received a slight ad- 
Vantage in price because of delivery in the best of con- 
dition is going to be proud of the fact and will take 
pleasure in telling his neighbors of the profit in grow- 
ing sweet corn, while the man who has produced the 
average or below the average crop will have nothing 
to say about his crop, or, if he does, will say “raising 
sweet corn don’t pay.” Growers and canners alike 
must remember that one dollar may be held so close 
to the eye that it will hide from view many other dol- 
lars within the reach of the hand. The spirit of co- 
operation must exist to get the largest results.

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The value of sweet cornstalks is not to be passed 
over lightly. I do not know the exact feeding value 
from a chemical or scientific standpoint, but my cows 
know the feeding value from a milk and butter stand- 
point. I know I have no clover hay this year as a 
result of the dry season, but I have some nice sweet 
cornstalks in spite of the dry season. A good crop 
of sweet cornstalks can always be so cured as to be 
worth $10 or $15 per acre, and this year, when com- 
pared to the high price of hay, they are worth more. 

Another point that canners should urge upon grow- 
ers is the value of husks and cobs, which can be taken 
home each time after delivering the load of corn, es- 
pecially if the facilities for loading them are good so 
there is not much delay in waiting to load. 


DRIED APPLES NOT POPULAR IN ENGLAND. 


[FROM CONSUL-GENERAL JOHN L. GRIFFITHS, LONDON. ] 
While the United Kingdom imported 363,000,000 
pounds of apples, worth $10,654,000, in 1910, the 
imports of the dried fruit is a negligible quantity. 
Apples are not dried in this country, and the 
British consumer does not use them to any ex- 
tent. The dried apples which find their way into 
this market come from the United States and Can- 
ada, and are sold to cheap boarding houses, low- 
priced hotels, and to firms dealing in ships’ stores. 
One dealer in this commodity suggests that in an 
ordinary year London imports 50,000 to 60,000 boxes 
of dried apples at $6 to $9.75 per box. The year 
just closed, however, has been far below the average 
in this trade, and the imports into London are esti- 
mated at 10,000 to 20,000 boxes at a price much 
in excess of the averages given. A produce mar- 
ket review of December 31, 1910, quotes apple rings 
in 50-pound boxes at $12.28 to $28.89, and fancy 
goods in 25-pound boxes at $14.59 to $15.80.

GROWING OF SUMMER APPLES. 


On nearly every farm summer apples have had 
a place since very early days, and varieties have been 
developed extending the season of apple production 
over the entire summer, as well as autumn. While as a 
rule this fruit has been grown for family consumption, 
the surplus has found its way to market. The marked 
decline in the production of peaches within the past 
few years has brought about a considerable extension 
of the early-apple industry on a commercial scale, 
which extension has been most marked in the Middle 
Atlantic states, where especially advantageous trans- 
portation routes, both rail and water, and the proximity 
of large markets have stimulated the enterprise, which 
has its center in the truck-producing region near Phila- 
delphia. The U. S. Department of Agriculture, as a 
result of this extension, has made a study of the early- 
apple industry, with the Middle Atlantic states as a 
field, and published the information collected in a bul- 
letin entitled “Summer Apples in the Middle Atlantic 
States,” issued by the Bureau of Plant Industry. This 
bulletin is a compendium of information covering all 
phases of the question of early-apple production, in- 
cluding soils, climate, culture, picking, packing, mar- 
keting, etc. Numerous varieties are described, and 
seasons and other data conveniently presented in tabu- 
lar form. .

It can then be had from the 
growers at a very low rate. In average seasons 
the lowest price would be about £2 per ton. In 
the same way, trnips can usually be purchased at 
£2 to £3 per ton, but in bad seasons the price 
would be higher. When there are abundant crops 
of English apples suitable for this purpose they 
can be bought at £3 to £4 per ton, or even less if 
“fallings” are utilized: Foreign apples can rarely 
be had for less than £6 per ton, as the fruit is all 
especially selected, unless damaged cases are ob- 
tained, and it is seldom these are available in bulk. 

Glass jars, bought in fairly large quantities, would 
cost per gross, for the one-pound size, 10s 2d; for 
the two-pound size, 14s 10d, and for the three- 
pound size, 23s 7d. Stoneware jars, ordered in 
quantities, cost 6s 4d per gross for the one-pound 
size, 9s for two-pound jars, 15s 8d for three-pound, 
26s 2d for five-pound, 43s 3d for seven-pound, and 
75s 7d for fourteen-pound jars. Corks are rarely, if 
ever, used now by English jam manufacturers. The 
jars are invariably covered with a vegetable parch- 
ment, which not only is considered more cleanly, 
but keeps the preserve in a better condition. This 
refers to both jam and marmalade. All the leading 
manufacturers make their own shipping cases. 

Most of the workpeople employed by jam and 
marmalade firms in the processes of manufacture 
are women, the men being packers, carmen, labor- 
ers, box makers, mechanics, etc. Women clean, 
pick, and assist in boiling the fruit, fill the pots or 
jars, and cover and label them. In all these occu- 
pations the rate of pay is dependent on the skill 
and experience of the worker. For those paid by 
time the weekly wages in England generally range 
from about 8 to 13 or 14 shillings, the number re- 
ceiving more than 14 shillings being comparatively 
small. The earnings of pieceworkers in a full week 
in the season appear to average about 1 shilling a 
week more than those of timeworkers. Wages in 
Scotland do not differ materially from wages in 
England. The wages of unskilled male laborers 
vary a good deal in the different parts of the coun- 
try, but, to strike an average, they earn about 25 
shillings weekly, and mechanics from 35 to 45 
shillings.

ENGLAND TAKES MUCH SALMON. 

In their annual report on the salmon trade of London 
and Liverpool Henry W. Peabody & Co. give figures 
which show that the total imports of salmon into Gregt 
Britain for the year 1910 amount to no less than 1,428- 
479 cases, which, with the exception of 1902, is the 
largest importation in the history of the salmon trade 
These figures, however, include about 100,000 cases of 
Alaska and cockeye salmon, which in previous years 
never reached the United Kingdom until the early 
months of the following year. As against these large 
shipments of salmon, the bulk of which was received 
at Liverpool, stocks there showed on the 3ist of 
December only 245,469 cases, as compared with a stock 
of 513,155 cases on December 31, 1906, in which year 
the total imports were 1,233,019 cases.

Two years ago, on my visit here, I had the pleasure of being 
entertained by your Docks Committee, who pointed out to me 
the advantage of opening up direct trade to Avonmouth from 
the Pacifie coast. They followed this up by sending me to 
San Francisco full particulars regarding the docks, maps of 
the surrounding country, ete. These were studied at San 
Francisco by our Traffic Bureau and our Harbor Commis- 
sioers, who have them as an object lesson for visitors. The 
result has been that the city of San Francisco has issued 
‘éyear bonds to the extent of $25,000,000, to be expended 
in the development of harbor and dock facilities. It was 
generally remarked that while the popular impression was 
that the English people were rather slow, the development 
of dock facilities at Avonmouth proved the great enterprise 
of your people, and was an example that should be followed 
m the Pacifie coast. This materially assisted us in earry- 
" through these projects. 

t is generally recognized that there is nothing that makes 
for greater prosperity to a community than the opening of 
ilock facilities for the distributive trade. Every pound ex- 
pended on your docks will come back tenfold in the way of in- 
creased business, particularly with the tremendous shipping 
development that will open up with the Pacific coast of the 
United States after the opening of the Panama canal. 

I could not begin to explain to you the impetus that has 
ilready been given to shipping and improvement of dock facili- 
"es on the Pacific coast preparatory to the opening of the 
anal, but it is sufficient to say that within the last six months 
fifteen new lines of steamers have been projected and started.

I may say that it is expected that the first steamers will 
go through the Panama canal towards the end of 1913, and 
the canal will be open for all the business that is offered in 
January, 1915. All the large Continental steamship lines are 
now engaging dockage space in the bay of San Francisco with 
a view towards running lines of steamers direct from Liver- 
pool, Southampton, Avonmouth, Bremen and other points in 
Europe. It is expected that the fast lines of steamers will be 
able to come from British ports to San Francisco through the 
Panama canal inside of fifteen days for the through trip; and 
when it is realized what a tremendous distance will be cut 
off by the new transportation facilities, you may readily see 
how every important seaport on the coast of England is bound 
to be benefited by the resultant increased trade in the move- 
ment of cargoes and otherwise.

“The influence of Avonmouth’s enterprise has ex- 
tended as far afield as San Francisco. In a letter 
which we this morning publish from Mr. Isidor Jacobs, 
president of the California Canneries Company, it is 
pointed out that when it was discovered what had been 
done at Avonmouth for the accommodation of ocean- 
going steamers, the authorities of San Francisco were 
moved to go and do likewise. In his letter Mr. Jacobs 
pays a striking tribute to the enterprise of Bristolians, 
and expresses an opinion that when the Panama Canal 
is opened in 1913, there will be an enormous diversion 
of trade to Avonmouth from the American Pacific 
Coast, because the Bristol outport is some two hundred 
miles nearer the eastern outlet from the Panama Canal 
than either Liverpool or London. From San Fran- 
cisco even now there is.a steady stream of trade to- 
wards Avonmouth, but the volume of that trade is 
bound to increase when the great waterway through 
Central America is opened for navigation. The let- 
ter sent by Mr. Isidor Jacobs is simply a further il- 
lustration of the consensus of opinion as to the bril- 
liant prospects of Avonmouth as a shipping terminal 
and a distributive center.” 


MEAT AND VEGETABLE CANNERIES IN JAPAN. 
FROM CONSUL GEO. N. WEST, KOBE. 

No meat is*canned in Osaka, this all being done at 
Hiroshima for the reason that the cost of meat in the 
latter place is 8 to 9 sen (4 to 4% cents United States 
gold) per 100 momme (four-fifths of a pound), while 
at Osaka it is 18 to 20 sen (9 to Io cents). 

There are, however, two canneries of vegetables at 
Osaka, which were inspected. The vegetables canned 
are chestnuts, bamboo, and mushrooms. The smaller 
cannery was found to be very dirty, no disinfectant be- 
ing used, and, so far as could be seen, not even water ; 
neither was there any attempt on the part of the work- 
ers to keep clean. The larger cannery was similar to 
the first one visited, but cleaner. However, in neither 
of them was there any inspection of the vegetables 
canned or regulation governing cleanliness. I am told 


that after the vegetables had been tinned the

CANNED GOODS IN EUROPE—LARGER OUTLET 
PROMISED BY NEW TRANSPORTATION, 


Isidor Jacobs, of the California Canneries’ Com 
pany, San Francisco, who recently returned from , 
four weeks’ visit in Europe, came back impresseq with 
the idea that there is a much larger market for Califo. 
nia canned fruits over there than has heretofore been 
dreamed of by the packers. “According to what | 
learned,” he said, “Europe will take 25 per cent more 
of California fruits than it did last year and there jg 
a growing market there. Stocks in Great Britain ang 
on the Continent are very light, for the reason tha 
purchases out of the 1910 pack were only about half 
of the usual quantity because there was a large carry. 
over. All or nearly all of the supply in the hands of 
foreign distributers has been disposed of, and the new 
goods will come on:a virtually bare market. The jp. 
creased facilities in transportation will work a great 
change in the foreign markets. The sailing ships wil 
be supplanted by fast steamers arriving about once a 
month. Buyers who have been accustomed to figure on 
the possibilities of consumption for a long time ahead 
when ordering goods forward by sailing vessels, and 
so have at times underestimated requirements, will now 
order what they know or believe will be required from 
month to month, to be shipped to them by steamer. 
This is going to create a revolution in the California 
export trade, but it will have a salutary effect in giving 
a more stable tone to the market, beneficial alike to 
California packers and the distributers of the goods in 
Europe. 

“The day of the sailing ship is past. Low rates of 
freight that these vessels could offer have been offset 
by the high rates of insurance and the highly organ- 
ized efforts of the steamer owners have made it possi- 
ble to lay down goods on the other side almost if not 
quite as low as by the old sailors, while insuring to 
buyers quicker transportation. 

“Business in canned fruits in Europe,” said Mr. Ja 
cobs, “is very good, and with the new methods of trans- 
portation is bound to increase, as a vastly increased 
market is thus presented and will be taken advantage 
of. This is preparatory to the opening of the Panama 
Canal, which will put California in still closer touch 
with Europe, and it can safely be predicted that when 
the canal is opened Europe will take at least 600,00 
cases of California canned fruits each year, and that 
the quantity will steadily grow as time goes on. The 
fact that distributers in Europe will be able to renew 
their supplies by weekly steamers, and be able to buy 
in small quantities as the goods are required, will not 
only be a great help to them, but will tend greatly to 
extend the popularity of California goods on the other 
side. Moreover, this more frequent means of securing 
supplies as needed will induce many handlers to take 
up California fruits who heretofore have been deterred 
from dealing in them because of the uncertainties as ® 
supplies due to the old methods of said shipments. 

“The same situation will hold good in New York 
which on account of the change in transportation 
facilities will become more than ever the natural dis 
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rributing point for market up and down the Atlzntic 
ran steamer shipment rates are about to be made
